will discuss CONSTABLE'S SKETCHES AND THE NINETEENTH CENTURY at The Cleveland Museum 
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of Art today, Deceraher ^ at 3»30 p.m. Dr. Herbert will talk about John Constable’s 
prominence in the evolution of the sketch as it gradually obtained the highest place 
in nineteenth century painting. The lecture provides further background on Constable’s 
English landscape sketches, 72 of which are currently on exhibit in the Maseum’s special 
exhibition galleries. 

Dr. Herbert graduated from Xfesleyan University in Connecticut and earned his 
M.A. and Ph.D. in art history at Yale University. He also graduated from the Institut 
d’Art et d’Archeologie and Ecole du Louvre in Paris. He has written numerous articles, 
four books and several catalogs, including the catalog for the BARBIZON REVISITED 
exhibition which was in Cleveland in early I 963 . 
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
